RELIEF  DEBATE

Prime  Minister  Charges  Lib-

OTTAWA.  April  12  (CPK— In  the 
bitterest  afternoon  of  debate  this 
session.  Premier  R.  B.  Bennett 
charged  in  the  House  of  Commons 
today,  that  the  Liberals  were  at- 
tempting blockade  tactics  against 
the  Oovernment  Relief  Bill.  Cli- 
maxing a  hot-tempered  debate,  he 
moved  the  bill  out  of  committee, 
with  the  observation  that  progress 
seamed  Impossible. 

While  Liberals  shouted  denials 
and  hurled  points  of  order  and  de- 
mands to  withdraw,  the  Prime 
Minister  exclaimed:  "It  ls  quite  ob- 
vious the  purpose  of  the  Opposition 
Is  not  to  proceed  with  this  measure 
In  absence  of  the  Liberal  leader." 
(Rt.  Hon.  Mackenzie  King  is  taking

Banks  operate  as  currency  mer- 
chants, buying  and  selling  to  fill 
orders,  the  commute*  was  told. 
Sometimes  a  profit  resulted,  some- 
times a  loss,  due  to  the  sudden  and 
wide  fluctuations.  At  the  same 
time.  Mr.  Wilson  said  there  was  no 
agreement  among  the  bankers  on 
currency  levels  "As  bankers,  we 
agree  wonderfully  well  after  hours, 
but  we  fight  like  the  devil  during 
hours." 

INTEREST  BATES 
For  twenty  years,  the  Canadian 
bankers  have  used  a  Privy  Counril 
Judgment  to  extend  loans  at  rates 
higher  than  the  7  per  cent  maxi- 
mum set  by  the  Bank  Act,  Mr.  Wil- 
son said.  This  was  done  through 
the  loan  applicant  agreeing  to  8  or 
8  per  cent,  rendering  the  extra  In- 
terest Irrecoverable  1n  the  courts 
according  to  the  1931  Judgment  of 
the  Privy  Council  The  present 
revision  of  the  Bank  Act  will  make 
this  Impossible,  rendering  the  banks 
and  their  managers  liable  U 
If  the  7  per  cent  maximum 

Canada  would  not  have  felt  the 
depression  If  the  Dominion  could 
have  maintained  the  volume  of  her 
business,  and  kept  up  her  commod- 
ity price  levels,  stated  Mr.  Wilson. 

"In  view  of  Canada's  dependence 
on  exports."  he  added,  "obviously  It 
was  beyond  anyone's  power  to  main- 
tain the  volume  in  th-   fmt  of  re- 


'\So  long  as  Canadian  money  was 
at  parity  with  the  United  8tates 
dollar,  the  pound  sterling  and  other 
leading  currencies,  it  was  impossible 
to  expect  a  materially  higher  price 
level  than  that  prevailing  in  the 
other  countries,"  said  Mr.  Wilson. 
"We  cannot  dictate  the  world  price 
of  any  commodity.  If  Canadian 
piirc.s  of  our  export  commodities 
had  tteen  relatively  high,  wr  would 
have  been  unable  to  sell  in  world 
markets;  similarly,  if  domestic  com- 
iiioiiiMes  got  out  of  line.  Imports  at 
lowei  prices  would  have  brought 
them  down. 

"The  only  way  in  which  the  Ca- 
nadian price  level  could  have  been 
maintained  at  higher  figures  than 
prevailed  in  the  United  States,  for 
example,  was  to  change  the  value  of 
our  money  In  relation  to  the  United 
States  dollar.

RECIPROCITY  IS 
GREATEST  NEED 

Power  of  Britain  Will  Be 
Greatly  Increased  by 
Imperial  Co-operation 


LONDON.  April  12  'CP  via 
Havasi  Oreat  Britain  must  work 
hand  in  hand  with  Canada  and 
other  parts  of  the  Empire  in  con- 
solidating her  trade  position.  Lord 
Herbert  Bcott  told  the  British  In- 
dustries Federation  today 

Succeeding  Sir  George  MacDon- 
agh  to  the  presidency  of  the  federa- 
tion. Lord  Herbert  Indicated  that 
Britain's  foreign  trade  should  be 
motivated  by  the  spirit  of  reci- 
procity shown  by  countries  with 
whom  trade  relationships  are  estab- 
lished. 

POSITION  REGAINED 
"Britain  has  regained  her  position 
as  chief  exporting  country  and  pos- 
sesses newly  forged  weapons  on  her 

tariffs,"  Lord  Herbert  declared  "She 
represents  to  foreign  countries  the 
greatest  single  buying  power  in  the 
world.  By  asking  full  use  of  the 
stability  and  strength  which  the 
country  has  regained  by  its  own  ex- 
ertions, I  feel  the  extent  of  our 
export  trade  and  undertakings  can 
be  greatly  extended 

"Foreign  countries  who  wish  to 
trade  with  us  must  be  clearly  given 
to  understand  that  thev  must  give 
us  a  larger  share  of  their  own  mar- 
kets. If  they  are  not  prepared  to 
buy  from  us.  we  shall  neither  be 
able,  nor  willing,  to  buy  from  them  " 
CAN  GIVE  DIRECTION 
The  leading  country  must  also  be 
the  strongest  country,  the  speaker 
declared,  indicating  the  federation 
in  no  way  favored  adding  lestrlc- 
tlon.s  u,  international  trade  But 
Britain  could  give  to  the  world,  as 
a  strong  trading  power,  the  direc- 
tion It  need.s 

"The  power  of  Britain  will  be  im- 
measurably Increased,"  he  said,  "lfl 
the  Empire  goes  with  her.    I  hope 
we  shall  see  during  the  year  fur- 
ther implementation  of  this  ten- 1 
dency  and  that  In  any  policy  which 
our  Government  may  pursue  in  ef 
forts  to  increase  trade,  the  govern- 
ments of  the  Empire  may  not  only 
be  consulted  out  will  agree  to  take 
concerted  action."

Jones  said  If  the 
Governments  allegations  against

That  is  the  only  safeguard  but  the  per- 
manent one  that  now  exists  since  the  Dominion 
Government  has  no  Intention  of  assuming  the 
onus  of  disallowance  of  legislation  which  in- 
fringes on  the  principle  of  representative  gov- 
ernment. The  next  Interesting  phase  in  the  sit- 
uation that  has  developed  Is  the  announcement 
of  a  programme  for  the  promotion  of  work  and 
wages  in  the  Province,  and.  coincident  with  it, 
the  rehabilitation  of  the  finances  of  British  Co- 
lumbia. The  Special  Powers  Act  was  not  framed 
until  it  was  learned  from  Ottawa  that  the  Fed- 
eral Government  could  not  give  this  Province 
the  financial  assistance  that  was  sought.

The  conflict  between  the  Nazlst  regime  and 
large  sections  of  Germany's  church  people  grows 
with  an  Intensity  suggestive  of  an  early  crisis. 
Chancellor  Hitler,  who  Is  reputed  to  be  desirous 
of  avoiding  entanglement  with  the  strife  that 
has  split  German  Protestantism,  has  notified 
Relchsblshop  Mulu?r,  head  of  the  national  church, 
that  all  differences  within  the  church  must  be 
settled  by  May  L  This  pressure  from  the  na- 
tion's head  will  accentuate  the  present  acute 
situation.  Dr.  Muller.  In  his  efforts  to  draw  the 
total  Christian  constituency  into  line  with  the 
totalitarian  state,  thus  making  Christianity  in 
effect  an  auxiliary  of  nationalism,  has  been  op- 
posed by  a  vigorous  minority,  both  Protestant 
and  Catholic.  First  rallied  under  the  Pastor's 
Emergency  League  the  Protestant  dissentients 
arc  now  forming  themselves  Into  separate 
synods,  following  the  lead  of  Karl  Barth,  the 
great  evangelical  theologian.  These  separated 
synods  have  adopted  a  confession  of  faith  which 
repudiates  the  teaching  of  the  "German 
Christians,"  which  Is  the  national  body,  as  dis- 
loyal to  the  New  Testament  and  the  creeds  of 
the  Reformation. 

While  the  attitude  of  British  Christianity  has 
been  restrained,  due  to  the  desire  not  to  break 
with  German  Christians  In  general.  Indignation 
has  been  growing  against  Dr.  Muller's  policy.  The 
Bishop  of  Chichester,  president  of  the  Universal 
Council  of  Life  and  Work,  of  which  the  German 
church  Is  a  member,  has  written  to  the  English 
press  dissociating  this  organization  from  the 
Relchsblshop's  procedure.  He  deprecates  the  dis- 
missal of  pastors,  the  putting  of  state  above  re- 
ligious considerations  and  the  danger  of  the 
church  being  absorbed  by  the  state.  Referring 
to  Dr.  Muller's  statement  that  he  would  not  be 
content  "until  every  pulpit  had  Its  German- 
Christian  pastor,"  the  English  bishop  holds  that 
this  would  lead  to  the  "concentration  of  an  ab- 
solute autocracy  In  the  government  of  the  Ger- 
man church." 

The  tension  between  the  Vatican  and  the 
Reich  Government  is  still  more  acute.  On  July 
2C,  of  last  year,  a  concordat  was  effected  between 
these  two  under  which  several  questions  were  left 
over  for  consideration.  Including  the  position  of 
Catholic  youth  organizations.  Meantime,  the 
leaders  of  the  Hitler  Youth,  the  National  Social- 
ist body,  have  been  busy  In  an  endeavor  to  enlist 
the  total  German  youth  In  this  organization. 
In  view  of  this  the  Pope.  In  his  Easter  message, 
lauded  the  Cathode  youth  associations  for  "re- 
sisting the  alluring  appeals"  to  be  led  away  from 
Christianity  "back  into  heathenism."  A  book  of 
sermons  preached  by  Cardinal  Faulhaber,  In 
Munich,  last  December,  has  been  published,  In 
which  this  prelate  charges  the  Nazi  revolution 
that  "It  did  not  stop  short  of  the  person  of  Jesus 
Christ."  and  attacks  the  proposed  introduction 
Into  the  German  church  of  ancient  Teutonic 
cults  as  a  "reversal  to  Oerman  paganism."  Im- 
prisonment of  Catholic  priests  In  concentration 
camps  and  the  suppression  of  Catholic  news- 
papers have  added  to  a  strain  which  may  con- 
ceivably bring  about  an  early  break  between  the 
contracting  parties  of  last  Summer's  concordat. 

Much  hardship  has  already  been  suffered  by 
both  dissentient  parties,  and  more  Is  expected. 
Withdrawal  from  the  state  church  by  any  Prot- 
estant body  will  automatically  cut  off  the  state 
grants.  Social  Isolation  and  economic  loas 
naturally  follow  when  the  Christian  conscience 
stands  up  against  an  ardent  nationalism.  "The  I

But  the  makers  of  pictures  are  like 
editors  of  newspapers:  they  can- 
not please  everybody.

"What  right,"  the  organ  demand- 
ed. "Is  there  for  astonishment  In 
France  or  anywhere  elso"  that  large 
increases  in  military  appropriations 
feature  the  1934  budget? 

Sixty-one  naval  craft  are  being 
built  by  Great  Britain  and  flfty-tour 
by  the  United  States,  The  Dlploma- 
tische  Korrespondenz  said,  so  It 
again  asked.  "Why  all  this  fuss 
about  the  German  budget?" 

The  newspaper  reassured  the 
world  "Oermany  has  neither  the  in- 
tention nor  any  possibility  of  en- 
gaging In  an  armaments  race.  It 
sees  Its  duty  In  providing  minimum 
for  its  own  defence." 

Discussing  disarmament  moves  at 
Geneva  in  the  conference  from 
which  Oermany  withdrew  last  Fall. 
It  stated: 

"How  the  Oerman  Retch  disposes 
of  Its  means  Is  its  own  affair." 

The  increase  In  armaments  ex- 
penditures marks  merely  a  "carry-

stabilize  the  market  had  been  Gov- 
ernment-guaranteed. At  the  same 
time,  the  Nova  Scotlan  charged  that 
he  could  not  secure  a  $15,000  ad- 
vance from  the  Government  for  the 
Canso  fishermen. 

Jumping  to  his  feet,  the  Mali 
Minister  accused  the  Nova  Scotlan 
of  raising  an  East-agalnst-the- 
West  cry.  of  attempting  to  make 
political  capital  out  of  the  wheat 
guarantees  affecting  Prairie  farmers. 

"I  ask  him  (Mr.  Dufft  and  those 
who  cheer  his  sentiments,"  almost 
shouted  the  Prime  Minister,  while  a 
din  descended  over  the  chamber, 
"would  they  destroy  Western  agri- 
culture and  drive  the  farmers  of 
that  country  Into  bankruptcy?  Is 
that  their  object?  Is  that  the  rea- 
son he  makes  these  attacks?  Why 
is  it  he  stands  in  this  House  and 
becomes  the  mouthpiece  of  those 
who  may  attack  Western  agricul- 
ture?" 

The  din  grew  louder,  with  Lib- 
erals and  Conservatives  attempting 
to  shout  each  other  down.

A  sub-committee  will  de- 
cide whether  or  not  any  or  all  of 
these  witnesses  will  be  called. 

The  presence  of  Lord  Beaverbrook 
Is  sought  because  of  a  letter  pro- 
duced by  Major  Power  in  which  the 
former  New  Brunswtcker.

EATING  HABITS  AND  MENTAL 
HEALTp 

When  you  visit  a  home  and  see  all 
the  "fuss"  that  occurs  at  meal  time 
because  of  the  "actions"  of  the 
small  child,  you  may  wonder  which 
la  to  blame— the  youngster  or  the 
parents. 

If  the  child  Is  sick,  then  special 
foods  and  treatment  are  required, 
but  If  the  child  Is  well,  certain  rules 
or  habits  must  be  maintained  if 
the  youngster  la  to  grow  strong 
physically  and  "socially." 

The  Ontario  Department  of 
Health  In  its  Mental  Health  Clinics 
makes  some  valuable  suggestions 
under  the  heading  Eating  Habits. 

They  state  that  plain,  wholesome 
foods  are  best  and  recommend  por- 
ridge, eggs,  plain  custards,  vege- 
tables, meat  Juices,  fresh  fruits, 
bread  and  butter,  and  milk.  Otve 
no  pastries  and  very  few  sweets. 

Oive  plenty  of  milk  and  water  to 
drink.  Oive  no  liquids  after  sup- 
per. Tea  and  coffee  should  not  be 
given  at  all.

If  the  child  crlea.  becomes  stub- 
born and  refuses  to  eat,  pay  no| 
attention.    If  the  refusal  persists, 
take  the  child  away  from  the  table. 
It  will  do  him  no  harm  to  miss  a  ] 
meal,  and  It  Is  Important  that  he  I 
learn  to  eat  what  is  put  before  him  | 
without  a  fuss. 

Any  strong  emotion  prevents  the 
proper  digestion  of  food.    A  child 
should  never  be  given  food  wher 
emotionally    upset.     This  mean 
that  the  parents  should  try  to  hav< 
the  meal  as  free  as  possible  from 
emotional  strain,  violent  arguments, 
strong    excitements,    punishments  I 
and  threats  of  punishment.  The 
young  child  should  learn  that  a| 
meal  is  a  quiet  business-like  affair 
It  is  not  the  place  to  get  excited  or  I 
angry,  to  cry,  or  argue,  or  sulk,  or| 
even  play. 

I  believe  the  above  sensible  sug- 
gestions will  appeal  to  every  parent  I 
and  their  use  should  mean  the  de- 
velooment  of  a  healthy  mind  in  a  I 
healthy  body. 

Remember,  if  the  child  is  sick,  he  | 
may  need  special  foods  and 
attention.    The  above  suggestions  I 
are  for  a  normal,  healthy  child.

"Our  friend,  the  Japanese  Em- 
pire. In  compliance  with  the  will  of 
Heaven,  has  rendered  assistance  to 
our  nation  and  brought  about  a 
close  and  friendly  co-operation.  The 
Japanese  Empire  took  the  initiative 
In  extending  recognition  and  con- 
cluded a  friendly  pact  with  us.  This 
pact  shall  last  through  all  ages. 

'  With  a  view  to  co-operating  with 
all  nations  in  the  same  spirit,  we 
seek  to  consolidate  the  foundations 
of  peace  In  Eastern  Asia,  thereby 
promoting  the  peace  of  the  world 
and  the  well-being  of  ah  mankind. 

"We,  In  obeying  the  will  of 
Heaven  and  complying  with  the  de- 
sires of  the  people,  ascended  the 
throne  on  the  first  day  of  March. 

"We  again  recall  the  ancient 
teachings  which  tell  us  that  if  the 
sovereign  obeys  the  wise  dictates  of 
Heaven,  the  courtiers  are  delighted 
and  the  people  well  governed  and 
happy. 

fftOTECT  TREATIES 
"In  pursuance  of  this  funda- 
mental policy  of  the  state  we  shall 
not  change  the  general  principles 
of  the  administration  We  will  rec- 
ognize the  validity  of  all  existing 
treaties  and  agreements  with  for- 
eign countries.  We  desire  to  win 
their  confidence,  advance  the  cause 
of  common  Justice  and  promote  the 
'Wang  Tao'  (kingly  way). 

We  desire  to  rule  with  benevo- 
lence that  we  may  have  harmony 
within  and  friendship  abroad,  and 
thus  contribute  to  the  world's  civi- 
lization and  the  enjoyment  of  bless- 
ings. 

"We  hope  that  officials  will  com- 
ply with  our  wishes  and  follow  these 
principles,  use.  prudence  In  speech 
and  action,  wisdom  In  administra- 
tion that  we  may,  Indeed,  be 
blessed."

AGREEMENT  MMKN  fWD 
Today,  this  agreement  no  longer 
exists.  Exactly  whose  fault  It  was 
that  it  was  dissolved  is  difficult  to 
say.  The  Russians  blame  Oermany 
and  declare  that  with  the  chancel- 
lorship of  Herr  von  Papen.  whose 
strong  pro-French  sentiments  had 
manifested  themselves  at  various  oc 
n.s.  all  attempts  at  keeping  at 
a  confidential  agreement  would 
have  been  useless.  Other  points 
brought  up  by  the  Russians  were 
the  flood  of  anti- Bolshevik  literature 
turned  out  by  Nazi  authors  as  well 
as  alleged  schemes  to  separate  the 
Ukraine  from  Russia,  which  Herr 
Alfred  Rosenberg,  prominent  Hitler 
lieutenant,  was  charged  with  secretly 
contriving. 

The  Germans,  on  the  other  hand, 
declared  that  the  Russians  had  been 
playing  a  double  game  months  be- 
fore Chancellor  von  Papen  assumed 
office,  and  that  In  a  pinch  the  Rus- 
sians never  would  have  come  to  Ger- 
many's aid  anyway.  They  pointed  to 
Communist  activities  In  Oermany 
which  allegedly  were  financed  by 
Moscow,  and  maintained  that  Russia 
was  much  more  Interested  in  estab- 
lishing the  Communist  regime  In 


on,  relations  between  Germany  an  l 

Russia  went  from  bad  to  worse.  The 
French,  it  seemed,  had  carried  out 
stroke  by  taking  away 


Germany  her  last  mainstay 
manoeuvring   her  into 
complete  isolation. 

But  not  for  long  Hardly  had 
Russia's  changed  policy  become  clear 
when  the  Reich,  under  the  leader- 
ship of  Chancellor  Adolf  Hitler,  took 
up  negotiations  with  Poland.  Dan- 
zig, too,  was  given  orders  to  come  to 
a  quick  understanding  with  its  arch- 
enemy. Poland.  A  new  phase  In 
German  foreign  policy  began. 

A  series  of  agreements  followed 
The  tension  between  Danzig  and 
Warsaw  rapidly  relaxed.  It  has  now 
been  agreed  that,  henceforth,  all 
points  af  controversy  between  both 
parties  will  be  settled  outside  of  the 
framework  of  the  League  of  Nations 
This  amicable  settlement  was  finally 
crowned  by  a  visit  of  the  president 
of  the  Danzig  Senate,  Doctor  von 
Rauschlng,  to  Warsaw.  He  was  given 
an  extremely  warm  reception  and 
even  accorded  the  unusual  honor  of 
a  reception  by  Marshal  Pllsudski. 

Simultaneously,  Oermany  began 
the  difficult  task  of  clearing  away 
the  mountain  of  obstacles  which 
had  accumulated  between  both  coun- 
tries during  the  fourteen  years  of 
antagonism.  Her  first  move  was 
the  negotiation  of  a  railway  treaty 
regulating  traffic  through  the  Polish 
Corridor.  Then  agreement  on  bor- 
der traffic  was  reached,  which  was 
quickly  followed  by  negotiations  on 
the  position  of  the  minorities  In  both 
countries.  Hitler  finally  suggested 
a  discussion  of  trade  relations  which, 
under  a  previous  German  Govern 
ment.  had  been  abruptly  broken  off 
and  never  again  resumed.  Poland 
agreed.  Now  a  non -aggression  pact 
has  been  signed. 

POLAND  AND  GERMANY 

Commenting  on  this  sudden 
change  In  the  foreign  policy  of  both 
nations,  a  high  Polish  diplomat  de- 
clared to  me.  recently:  "Never  since 
the  Oreat  War  have  we  been  on 
such  good  terms  with  Germany  as 
today.  The  National  Socialists 
derstood  us  and 


erelgn  nation  Wi  want  to  live  in 
peace.  But  lasting  agreements  are 
possible  only  between  nations  who 
respect  one  another.  Oermany  and 
Poland  appear  to  understand  each 
other  better  now  than  ever  before. ' 

Germany's  new  policy  caused  un- 
easiness in  Moscow,  where  the  Po- 
lish negotiations  immediately  were 
interpreted  as  the  preamble  to  a 
military  understanding.  With  the 
Japanese  menace  in  the  Far  East 
becoming  more  threatening  every

In  European  circles  it  Is  not  be- 
lieved that  Russia  Is  capable  of 
fighting  a  two-front  war.  As  a  mat- 
ter of  fact,  she  will  have  great  dif- 
ficulty in  waging  even  a  one-front 
war  with  success,  experts  declare. 
They  point  to  the  Russian  Industry 
which,  while  enormously  developed 
in  comparison  to  what  it  used  to  be.

For- 
eign army  experts  say  "no."  They 
maintain  that  the  only  reliable  sup- 
ply of  war  material,  once  Russia  Is 
blockaded  from  all  sides  In  a  war, 
can  come  from  Germany. 

That  the  economic  powers  May 
triumph  over  the  political  forces  of 
Russia  and  Germany  does  not 
pear  out  of  question.  With  huge 
war  orders  looming.  It  would  be  dif- 
ficult for  the  Oerman  Government 
to  retain  Its  present  line  of  a  pro- 
Polish  antl-Sovlet  policy.  And  antl- 
Oerman  politician*  In  Moscow,  too.

"It  Is  too  early  as  yet  to  Mst 
reason  with  the  Russians."  a  high 
military  authority  of  the  Oerman 
Ministry  of  Defence  told  me  re- 
cently.
